Police  Radio  System  is  composed  of  five  police  cars,  the  Fire 
Department  Emergency  Car  and  the  City  Manager's  car,  all  of  which 
are  equipped  with  two-way  police  radio  equipment.  Police  patrol 
cars  of  Graham,  Burlington  and  Mebane  and  the  Sheriff's  Department 
cars  operate  on  the  same  radio  frequency  since  July  1,  1949, 
through  the  police  radio  transmitter  located  on  the  County  Courthouse 
in  Graham.  This  system  maintains  a 24-hour  radio  contact  between 
all  police  officers.  In  addition  to  this,  Burlington  Police 
Department  provides  two-way  radio  contact  with  State  Highway  Patrol 
Headquarters  in  Raleigh  at  all  times. 


TRAFFIC  CONTROL 

The  Police  Traffic  Division  is  financed  through 
Parking  Meters  which  provided  $35,553.92  during 
the  last  12  months.  Off-Street  parking  lots  have 
been  provided  to  ease  the  congested  traffic  and 
parking  conditions  in  the  down-town  area.
